Herrin, 111., Jan. 25.—With militi- 
ament again patrolling the streets, 
order prevailed in Herrin today, fol­ 
lowing the latest outbreak between 
the warring klan and anti-klan fjjc- 
tiotis, which this time, in taking'' a 
toll of four lives, claimed the recog­ 
nized outstanding leaders of two fac­ 
tions <S. Glenn Young, klan raider 
in Williamson 
County 
“cleanups”, 
and Ora Thomas, Deputy Sheriff. 
Two others killed in the revolver 
battle in a main 
street cigar shop 
lust night, besides Young and 
his 
arch-enemy, Thomas, were Ed Forbes 
and Homer 
Warner, 
both 
reputed 
klan* men and companions of Young. 
Young died from 
a bullet wound 
through the heart, although he was 
sh >t in the right breast. 
Apparent­ 
ly these shots came from the two re­ 
volvers handled by Thomas. 
WThen 
citizens entered the cigar shop for a 
few minutes after the exchange of 
40 or 50 shots they found Young dead 
and W’arner 
unconscious. 
Thomas

Forbes lay dead on

sion fund, which

special State tax levy apart from the 
general revenue. 
This conversion of the Hyde pa­ 
per balance in the

starts the Baker administration

under much less 
favorable financial 
circumstances than

beginning of the Hyde administration 
four years ago. 
Former Gov. Gardner left an actu-

The general revenue fund balance 
turned over at the close of the Gard­ 
ner administration was $4,604,730.2*;.

It doesn’t m atter how 
you put them in, they will find their 
way to grow out, but we put them 
into the ground slanting and leave 
the end with the three eyes sticking 
out as if it were an aircraft gun. 
"Rain gets on the three eyes, and 
one of them Iniing fertile swells and 
bursts.

studied every book I could find 
and 
visited plantations of both hem ispher­ 
es. 
“I thought I knew all about beetles 
and weevils am! every other tring ap t 
to pester the cocoanut kingdom. 
“Nobody told me about the rat. The 
rat cost me $25,000 to $30,000 before 
we had a look-in. 
It is the most in­ 
sidious w orker and the most dan g er­ 
ous. 
One night our trees were stu rd i­ 


ly thow ing hut their fanlike leave 
grow ing up. 
The n«xt moning 
we 
B rookline' looked out and saw thouusands 
of 
the trees leaning over, gnawed 
to 
the h eart by rats w anting the succu­ 
lent insides of the tree*, which, like 
all palm trees, have very juisy hearts. 
(The hearts make delicious salads). 
“ We tried to catch the rats, unnl 
we were <• »nvinced 
that we couldn’t 
reach the ra t s through their hrain or 
stomach. 
We tried stick •¡tuff I had 
-een at home used for caterpillars. 
It 
was 
too .expensive to 
puddle 
around the trees, but it looked like 
what the negroes used to calk 
their 
boots with, and we got some of that 
—juice from the cativa tree. 
Tropi­ 
cal deluges washed it away a> soon 
as we put it on. 
When we were a 
out wits’ ends, we thought of 
the 
rubber trees growing wild by 
the 
hundreds 
of 
thousand 
back to th • 
mountains and forty mile- down the 
shore. 
Ours ami 
we 
weren’t using 
them. 
We took some rubber sap and 
put a 
film over the cativa juice, w a­ 
terproofing our sticky rat traps. Rats 
haven’t done any dam age since”. 
That stu n t has baen called by a u ­ 
thorities “the g rea test single accom­ 
plishm ent in horticulture”. 
Then «me year Mr. 
Farwell went 
down and found 
27 ant nests in 2<M) 
acres, 
and one of the m sts was an 
acre big— to his sorrow. 
“ I rod*, down there early in 
the 
morning, ami jf l got within three or 
four feet of a tree I could set a rain 
f green and I could hear t«he click 
of the ants cutting food for the win­ 
ter. The big red ant tak«*~ out a half­ 
moon of the leaf and. instead of lug­ 
ging it back down the tree, it grabs 
the leaf in its most awful clippers 
and falls with it to the ground. 
It 
marches off with 
the leaf sticking 
-tra ig h t up in the air; it -ometimes 
carries its load a mile. 
“German gas was no good on rid­ 
ding the plantation of the ants. 
I 
dug down ami found passages of the 
ants eight feet l>elow the -urfaee of 
the ground. 
“Well, we dug graves 8 feet long, 
6 o 7 feet deep. 
We sunk them in 
th* thickest settlem ents of the nests, 
and we dug them near together, then 
we punch**j pipe through from one1 
to another, and connected other pipes 
through the ground between, and we 
put up a job on the ants. 
We laid in 
wood, poured kerosene over it, lit the 
furnace and laid galvanized sheets on 
top for it. 
We wiped the ants clean 
off' the map. 
They’ve never bother­ 
ed us since. 
W e’ve never let them 
get such headway.—«Boston Globe.

In this way it happens that such 
controllable ami pit ventable diseases 
as diphtheria, scarlet fever and email-

take a needlessly 
heavy toll in human life. 
To prevent smaLpox we have vacci­ 
nation, as a preventive of scarlet fev­ 
er there is an attenuated toxin, and 
there is a 
toxin 
antitoxin for 
the 
prevention of diphtheria. 
Some people, happily, possess a na­ 
tural immunity against scarlet fev­ 
er or diphtheria. 
Many, however, do 
not. 
And, unfort nately, 
there are 
tests enabling the physician to di-- 
criminate between those in need of 
artificial immuniz ng and those

in need of it. 
As t » smallpox, though, vaccination 
is the one sure w i\ of safety for all. 
The expei ience 
of mankind
